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Personal crimes went down 
in Didsbury significantly in 2013 
compared to 2012, while prop¬ 
erty-related crimes increased 
last year from 2012. 

That finding among others 
was shared with town coun¬ 
cil during council’s committee 
of the whole meeting on Feb. 
11. Sgt. Jeff Jacobson of the 
Didsbury RCMP shared the 
information with councillors 
as part of a report compar¬ 
ing community crime statistics 
in 2013 with similar numbers 
from a year earlier. 

There were 64 personal 
crimes including assaults, 
harassment and threats in 2013 
compared to 93 in 2012. 

Break and enters increased 
in 2013 to 21 from 13 the previ¬ 
ous year, while both theft over 
$5,000 and theft under $5,000 
increased as well. There were 
19 theft over $5,000 occurrenc¬ 
es in 2013 compared to 12 the 
previous year and there were 
93 theft under $5,000 occur¬ 
rences in 2013, compared to 67 
in 2012. 

In an interview following the 
meeting, Jacobson said the 
downward trend in persons 
crimes was a good indication 
that Didsbury is remaining a 
fairly safe community. 

“It was a positive sign to see 
persons crimes in Didsbury 
decrease,” he said. 

But property crimes are 
something that both the police 
and the public need to remain 
vigilant about, he said. 

"Thefts, break and enters all 
increased over the prior year,” 
he said, noting that a few indi¬ 
viduals are likely responsible 
for the majority of property 
crimes. 

Locking doors and keep¬ 
ing valuables out of sight can 
decrease' the likelihood that a

vehicle will get rummaged 
through or stolen, Jacobson 
said. He added that thefts from 
garages and storage sheds can 
similarly he thwarted by lock¬ 
ing buildings as well, deterring 
prowlers from happening on an 
easy target . 

“If property is secured, it 
won’t get targeted," he said. 


In 2013, there were 53 reports 
of municipal bylaw infractions 
compared to 77 in 2012. Most of 
those instances related to after- 
hours noise complaints. There 
was one charge that resulted 
from the calls generated, while 
there were five charges that 
related to bylaw complaints in 
2012. 


Impaired driving charges 
were down to six from 12 in 
2012, while there were five 
roadside suspensions handed 
out in 2013 compared to 16 
in 2012. Hit-and-run collisions 
were up almost double to 26 
from 14 in 2012. Despite the 
unreported collisions, police 
were able to find the perpetra¬ 


tors in 33 per cent of the cases 
due to tips from the public and 
area repair shops. 

Vehicle collisions increased 
slightly to 69 in 2013 from 63 
in 2012. Most of the collisions 
were a result of reversing 
unsafely, parking lot collisions 
and drivers going too fast for 
road conditions.

has worked well in 
Carstairs in the last 
two years, it costs the 
municipality rough¬ 
ly $143,000 per extra 
member to put out on 
the street. 

“There is a benefit 
to us, but there is a 
cost," Jacobson said, 
adding that officials in 
the Town of Carstairs 
thought the benefits 
outweighed the cost. 

Asked by Roy Brown, 
Didsbury’s chief 
administrative officer, 
if there were statistics 
available to prove the 
benefit of enhanced 
policing, Jacobson said 
the statistics are diffi¬ 
cult to bolster any one 
claim. 

He said while 
Carstairs saw an 
increase in the num¬ 


ber of crimes, that was 
at least partly attrib¬ 
utable to having more 
resources at hand; it 
didn’t necessarily mean 
that the more police 
there are, the less 
crime there is. 

Jacobson said that 
since Didsbury is likely 
to go over the 5,000-res¬ 
ident threshold when 
the next federal census 
is taken in 2016, the 
town would then have 
to pay for policing. 

It costs roughly 
$143,000 per officer to 
put police into the com¬ 
munity, Jacobson said. 
If the town were to go 
over the 5,000-popula¬ 
tion threshold in 2016, 
it would begin paying 
the full cost of policing 
in 2018. 

“That has been on 


our radar for a while 
now. We have been 
looking at that and 
preparing for that. We 
would have that two- 
year window," said 
Coun. Gail Nowlan, the 
town’s deputy mayor, 
following the presen¬ 
tation. 

Nowlan said that 
while there is a ben¬ 
efit to having enhanced 
policing available in 
Didsbury, there is also 
a significant cost. It’s 
something the current 
council hasn’t dis¬ 
cussed at this point. 
She said the town has 
been adding to its gen¬ 
eral reserves for the 
time when Didsbury 
will need to pay for 
policing costs. 

“It’s definitely a bal¬ 
ance," she said.

Town council is con¬ 
sidering establishing a 
committee to look at 
whether council mem¬ 
bers should get pay 
adjustments for repre¬ 
senting the town. 

The issue was 
brought forward at 
council’s committee of 
the whole meeting on 


Feb. 11. 

Currently, the 
mayor is paid $1,575 
per month while the 
deputy mayor is paid 
$1,030 and council¬ 
lors $903 per month. 
In a June 2013 report 
to council, adminis¬ 
tration recommended 
councillor salaries be 
increased to $1,000 
per month and coun¬ 
cillors get a $275-per 


diem rate for full-day 
meetings and a $ 175- 
per diem rate for a 
half-day meeting. 

The current rates 
were established fol¬ 
lowing the 2010 munic¬ 
ipal election. Didsbury 
falls below the aver¬ 
age paid to council¬ 
lors in Olds, Sundre, 
Carstairs, Crossfield, 
Three Hills and 
Blackfalds, accord¬ 
ing to administration. 
The mayor is paid an 
average of $1,584 per 
month in those com¬ 
munities, while the 
deputy mayor is paid 
an average of $1,042 
per month and coun¬ 
cillors get a stipend of 
$1,064 per month. 

Councillors are due 
to discuss establishing 
a three-person arm’s- 
length committee to 
establish new remuner¬ 
ation rates at the Feb. 
25 council meeting.
